Highways, Drivers And Autos 


By Ray mo nd Motey 


This is written after a tour of 18 days on the 


highways of 14 states and the D istrict of Co­ 


lum bia: New Jersey, Delaw are, M aryland, Vir­ 


ginia, North and South Carolina. G eorgia, Ala­ 


bam a, M ississippi, Tennessee. Kentucky, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania and New York. The m ileage was 
approxim ately 3.000. 


There was plenty of time for m ature reflec­ 
tion about the issues raised by the Senate in­ 
quiry 
into 
autom otive 
safety 
and 
President 
Johnson’s 
im passioned 
observations 
about 
deaths on the highw ays which, as he noted, 
w ere so m uch m ore num erous than the loss 
of lives in Viet N am —an irrelevant com parison 
if I ever heard one 


Except that traveling with a group of sena­ 
tors would be a boring experience, I m ight 
have wished that the senatorial critics of the 
auto industry had been with us. For a bit of 
actual experience m ight have got their problem 
into som e sort of perspective. 


SOME OF THE WITNESSES at those hear­ 
ings and some of the observations of the sena­ 
tors m ust have created the im pression that 
highways are strew n with the dead, the dying 
and th. m aim ed: that the automobile m anufac­ 
turers 
f e in league with the dark angel of 
destruction, 
m aking c ars that 
are 
veritable 
death traps 


It’s true that the statistics of auto accidents 
are serious and challenging but during those 
18 days we saw the evidence of only one acci­ 
dent. The driver of one c ar had failed proper­ 
ly to fasten the coupling of his sm all trailer. 
The oversized box cam e loose, ran off the pave­ 
m ent and spilled its contents for all to see— 
groceries, children’s toys, bits of clothing and 
guide books Nobody was hurt 


The senatorial hearings failed to m ake the all- 
im portant point that the basic root of highway 
accidents lies in the pathology of a new civili­ 
zation 
In a relatively few years an am azing 
m echanical contraption has been turned loose 
on the roads, streets and highw ays—close to IOO 
million m otor vehicles of all kinds 


Perhaps, except for a few million, the driv­ 
ers of these vehicles are unskilled m echanical 
morons Most of them have in their lives m ani­ 
fested carelessness, lack of judgm ent and the 
curse of believing that ‘ it c an ’t happen to m e.” 
A goodly num ber of drivers are physically and 
m entally defective. 


THE ROADWAYS on which this sw arm has 
been traveling were initially, and to som e de­ 
gree still are. suitable only for the horse and 
wagon 
It has been inevitable that individuals 
in this horde should run into each other, careen 
off the roadway and collide with w hatever is in 
their path 
The m ultiplication of drivers and vehicles far 
outran the capacity of the states, counties and 
cities to rebuild the roadw ays 
Such construc­ 
tion takes tim e and lots of money. 


While the general opinion of most thoughtful 
observers contends that the m ajor factor in 
highway accidents is the incapacity of the driv­ 
ers, the senators mostly ignored that factor— 


they are politicians, and their elections depend 


upon the votes of the sam e kind of human be­ 


ings whose incapacity is the m ajor cause of the 


high accident rate. 


It was far easier to strike at the m anufac­ 


turers of the vehicles. They are big business, 


and big business has no friends in politics ex­ 


cept in tim e of war, when production m eans 


national security. 


The critics of the auto industry m ake the 


point that nothing m ore can be done to im ­ 
prove the skills of the drivers or to deny li­ 
censes to the incom petent Therefore, accidents 
m ust be taken for granted and cars should be 
built which will save the lives of those who ride 
In them . But no c ar can be devised which is 
safe in an accident The power, the speed and 
the traffic congestion forbid that. 


THE MAIN OBJECTIVE should be to prevent 
the accident. Much can be done to that end. 
Licensing tests m ust be m ade m ore drastic. 
The schools 
have 
an 
obligation 
to 
educate 
young people in safe driving Vehicles should be 
m ore frequently tested by public authority, and 
the hazardous old cars should be ruled off the 
highways. Another need is more police and 
m ore drastic law enforcem ent. 


Safety within the car can and should be im ­ 
proved The auto industry has been working on 
that for years and it should accelerate this 
trend 
* 


But I found on this trip that the greatest of 
all improvem ents for the tourist is the new and 
growing system of interstate federally support­ 
ed highway? 
The accident rate there is one- 
fourth of what it is elsew here G reat credit is 
due to the foresight of President Eisenhow er 
for initiating this sytem 
It will be his m ost 
lasting monument.

Areals Archers En joy Sport 
Bow And Arrow Skill

F 


EW INVENTIO NS of man have lasted through 


the centuries like that of the bow and arrow. 


There have been som e m odifications, but basic­ 
ally the equipm ent and method have remained the 
sam e since that rem ote day thousands of years 
ago w hen som e pre-historic man fitted a piece of 
vin e or anim al skin to a stick for the bow and then 
used another stick for an arrow. 


A rchery today is classified as a sport— a very 
fast grow ing one — but there still are parts of the 
world w here the bow and arrow are w eapons of 
defense and the m eans of .survival. 


There are many archery enthusiasts in the Tri­ 
state District. One is John Bevington of 1040 Mo­ 
naca St. who has shot in the professional ranks. 


John became interested in archery about IO years ago He 
started by target shooting at a range beyond Rochester with 
Joe Martell of Midland. Anthony Flara of Smiths Ferry. Bob 
Morrell of Wellsville and Richard Palm er of Parkway Ext. 


Although he hasn't shot in the pro ranks for about a year, 
John placed 26th in the professional championship two years 
ago in Michigan. His work schedule at the Crucible Steel Co. 
in Midland doesn’t permit him to travel on weekends to 
participate in tournaments. Hunter Nicholas of near New 
Cumberland and Martell also shot in the pro ranks. 


A BEGINNER NEEDS the same equipment the more ad­ 
vanced archer requires. These items include a bow. arrows. 
a quiver, shooting glove, arm guard and something to shoot 
at. 


One of the first concerns of anyone seriously interested in 
getting into the sport is the proper equipment, John says. 


His advice is to contact an archery shop operated by some­ 
one skilled in the sport. Each individual has to be “fitted’’ to 
a bow. Some bows are longer than others and the draw 
weight, or ‘‘puli’’ of the bow. must be considered. 
The weight of the bow is the number of pounds it takes to 
pull the arrow its full length. In direct relationship, arrows 
must be of a length to correspond with the pull. 


Bows for women are about 5 feet 6 inches long with 18 to 25 
pounds pull. 


The dimensions and pull graduate upwards for men. 


One of the most important points is not to attempt to get a 
bow with too much draw weight or you will ruin your shoot­ 
ing. Bevington commented. He says this is one of the mistakes 
he made when he purchased his first outfit. 


As one becomes more adept and the muscles in the arm s 
and back are strengthened, an archer can get a bow with 
more pull. if it is necessary. 


Bevington also urges the beginner to purchase a manual 
printed by the National Field Archers Association, with head­ 
quarters in Redlands, ( ’alif. Studying the manual and, if 
possible, getting advice from someone who has been shooting 
regularly will increase the beginner’s skill. 


You can learn to shoot by yourself, but there are many 
mistakes which can be avoided simply by getting correct ad­ 
vice from the equipment supplier or another archer. 


PROPER STANCE is important. The archer must stand at 
right angles to the target with his feet set firmly. The arrow 
must be drawn with steady ease. The bow must be held with 
the pressure on the interior of the hand and not gripped tight­ 
ly- 


The arrow must be nocked, or fitted, to the bow string by 
holding it between the forefinger and middle finger, bring­ 
ing it back flush with the string. Once the bow has been 
drawn, it should be held only for a few seconds, otherwise the 
arm begins to shake and proper aim is difficult. 


Stringing the bow can be dangerous and you should be 
shown the proper method by someone fam iliar with it. There 
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are one or two different methods and it depends upon the 
type of bow used. 


Anyone interested in forming an archery club can also 
contact the National Field Archery Association or the Na­ 
tional Archery Association at B oyertow n, Pa. 


The novice should try target shooting first to develop his 
shooting abilities before advancing to hunting in the field 
with bow and arrow. Target shooting will put the archer in 
contact with hunters and from there you can learn the type of 
equipment needed for this phase. Bevington says. 


Bows range in price from $30 to $230. Arrows will cost 
about $16 per dozen for good wooden arrows, the type recom­ 
mended for beginners. Glass shaft arrows cost approximatelv 
$22 per dozen, and if you feel you have progressed enough 
that you need the best, aluminum shaft arrows can be secured 
for about $26 a dozen. 


ARM GUARDS, the quiver and shooting glove to protect 
your fingers all vary in price, depending on your own tastes 
and pocketbook. 


lf you cannot get to one of the clubs in the area, you can 
set up your own range if you have enough property. In field 
archery, there are 28 targets to the round situated in varied 
distances from 15 feet to 80 yards. 


There is a range near Pughtown. operated by Hunter 
Nicholas, who also has a shop—the W>andot Bowman Club. 


Modern recurve bows are shaped differently than the old 
fashioned “ Indian’’ bows. The recurve bow bends outwards 
at the ends away from the main bend of the bow. This pro­ 
vides more power in a shorter bow. 


Hunting bows are shorter than target hows. The arrows 
used for .shooting game are called broadheads. These have 
two, three or four edged blades. The blades are razor sharp 
and designed to cut arteries so the animal can be quickly 
brought down. 


Skill and strength are required for expert bow and arrow shooting as demonstrat­ 
ed by John Bevington of Monaca St. Attached to the bow is a sighting device, while a 
leather guard on his arm protects the skin from the burn of the bowstring when the 
arrow is released. 


Those arrows also are made of different materials, but each 
state specifies the type of shaft that can be used in hunting. 


BEVINGTON HAS a total of 13 deer to his credit with the 
bow and arrow. Bows and arrows have been used to bag 
some of the biggest game in the world, including elephant. 


Bevington said the advantage of hunting with the bow and 
arrow is that it is silent. If you miss a shot, and you are well 
concealed, you just might get another. 


But this sport also has its drawbacks. The hunter must 
develop stalking skills, he must know the habits of the animal 
he is hunting, he must become thoroughly acquainted with 
the woods and area around him. 


Indians in frontier days were not “expert” shots with the 
bow and arrow. Thev depended primarily on their stalking 
skill. 


Today’s modern archer, with his advanced equipment, could 
probably outshoot the best of the Indians. 


Camouflage clothing also is important in hunting This al­ 
lows the individual to blend in with the background. Even the 
bow is camouflaged or covered. 


Bevington said the longest shot he ever made to bring 
down a deer was 48 paces, or about 144 feet. The shortest was 
about 15 feet at deer bounding by him. 


His ambition now is to shoot a bear. He has shot a bear 
with a gun, but not with the bow. 


HE HAS WON SEVERAL trophies in tournaments, but his 
best prize is a natural one. It is the neck bone of the first 
deer he killed with a bow. 


The broadhead arrow still is imbedded in the bone. He 
shot the deer near Fredericktown the first time he attempted 
to hunt with a bow. 


John also has two “ Robin Hoods” to his credit This is done 
in target shooting when one arrow is placed in the target and 
the next splits the first. The first arrow just peels down like 
a banana. John said 


Archery can be a pleasant, wholesome sport, but the archer 
also must realize that an arrow can he lethal. One should use 
extrem e caution, just like the hunter with a gun. when hunt­ 
ing or just target shooting. 


It is a sport that can be enjoyed by the entire family. It can 
become a fascinating hobby, if you decide to make some of 
your own equipment, and it will get you outdoors. 


Add this to the exciting history of archery and the thrill of 
pitting your skill against another archer and it is easy to see 
why archery is growing bigger each year as a national sport. 
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Care m ust ba used in stringing a bow of 
an archer can bn injured by an accidental 
snap of the w eapon. Bevington forces down 
the end with one hand, shoving the string loop 
along the bow until it catches in a notch at 
the end.

M otorists are 
urged to use caution when driving at night and are rem inded 
that som etim es the car lights m ay confuse the deer, causing it 
to cross, turn and recross the road. 


BOAT FISHERMEN are m ore successful than those who 
fish from the shore, according to Ohio Wildlife surveys which 
indicate those in the boats catch twice as m any fish. 


Fish biologists say there are a num ber of probable reasons 
Boat fisherm en are m ore mobile than shore fisherm en and 
are able to search out the feeding areas. 


If you fish from the shore you are lim ited to that area you 
can cover by casting and dense vegetation along the shore­ 
lines often ham pers casting. In hot w eather fish tend to move 
to deeper w aters which can only be reached by a boat fisher­ 
m an. 


The boat also m akes it possible for the fisherm en to ap­ 
proach banks and overhanging brush quietly. 


And any experienced fisherm an will tell you that fish fend 
to strike lures or baits moving away from banks m ore readily 
than those approaching the shore.

ANSWER: Th-1 music-making impulse is very old, for we 
find traces of pr mitive instruments in the stone age. In our 
picture we show four ancient types, suggesting some of the 
modern instruments derived from them 
Any hollow low served as a primitive drum, a hit of hide 
stretched across the fop provided a strong sound. From 
such ancestors descended our modern snare and bass drums, 
and the tympani, whose note can be changed by adjusting 
the handles. 
By cutting the end off a conch spell and compressing the 
lips, primitive man could blow a power!ul blast 
Hollow 
horns were used in the same way. The horn principle led to 
our modern bugle, trumpet, trombone, tuba and others. 
Recently, an ancient flute, found in Peru, was estimated 
at 9000 years old — possibly the oldest musical instrument 
in the world Made of bone or reed, these were the ancestors 
of the woodwind and organ families. 
Tapping a bowstring gave the primitive hunter a slight 
sound. Putting one end of the how in his mouth made it 
stronger Then came the idea of attaching the string to a 
hollow gourd or box -and so came the very large and im­ 
portant family of stringed instruments.
